Severe Sentence 
Imposed on t amp 
Meade Man. 


The second 
heaviest 
sentence by 
« »urt martial to Isl* imposed at Camp 
Meade was announced yesterday, it 
being ten years at hard labor and a 
dishonorable discharge 
from the Na­ 
tional Army at the expiration of that 
time for Private Ia?o E. Burns, of the 
Auxiliary Remount Depot, No. 304. 
Burns was convicted 
of desertion 
and also with disposing of his uni­ 
form. 
The offense occurred on Ho­ 
telier 
20. 
He 
was caught 
by the 
military authorities 
at Et. Porter, 
N. Y , on December ll, and since has 
been in the guard house here. 
Burns 
pleaded guilty to the charge of dis­ 
posing 
of his uniform 
but pleaded 
not guilty Lo that of desertion. 
Ile 
was found guilty on all of the charges 
by the general court martial ami sen- 
tencd was imposed. 
Ile .will forfeit 
all pay during the ten years. The sen­ 
tence was approved by the reviewing 
authorities with the reservation that 
a quantity of hearsay 
evidence had 
been found in the record. 
The pri­ 
soner will be confined at Camp Meade 
until he is forwarded to the military 
prison at Fort Jay, New York.

The week of March 4, has been se­ 
lected as the time when farmers are 
asked to examine every farm imple­ 
ment they expect to use in the DMH 
crop production and make out a list 
of repairs needed for that machine, 
if any. 
Then they should place this 
list of repairs needed with their im­ 
plement dealer, that he may send for 
the part he does not have in stock, so 
that each 
machine may be 
put in 
working order before it is needed in 
the field. 
The idea is to guard against con­ 
gestion later on which may result in 
fanners not having machinery with 
which to do their work.
